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Defire your Sentiments cn Acts 23.5. concern- 
ing Paul's Rep. tothe High-Prieft, upon his 
uncivilCarriage towterds him, wherein he endea- 
vours toExcufe himfelf Ly Imputing it to his 
Jenorance. But it feems very Unlikely that the Apoftle 
fhou'd be Ignorant that the Per/on who Commanded him 
to be fmitten on the Mouth was the High Prieft ; for, 
tho’ he might not retain Particular Ideas of his Pere 
‘fon, yet bis Place and Habit mujt certainly flew him 
to be one of that Funftion, J. B. 

A. Several Reafons may be alledged for this Re- 
ly, to rake off from St. Paz! the Imputation of a 
ee For he might {peak ironically, as cbferving 
in the High Priett’s Behavior nothing worthy one 
that bore that Sacred Office. Or the High Prieft 
that then was might by Bribery and Intrutfion have
